With the British Armies in France, 
Apr. 29—Seven-ninths of the picked 
German divisions have been used on 
either the Somme or Lys fronts since 
Hindenburg started his great drive 
on March 21st. 
About 35 fresh 
divisions, 420,000 
men, have been used on the northern 
front; while IOO divisions, 1,200,000 
men have 
been used in the 
South. 
About 20 of the 205 divisions are un­ 
fit for service, so that it is seen the 
great majority of the Germans have 
been in action.

“The dove sent out from the Ark of

to-day on the battle­ 
fields of France,” said W. F. Dism er, 
of W ashington, 
D. C., breeder 
and 
trainer of 
racing pigeons, in a 
re­ 
cent interview’. 
“Just as that winged 
m essenger 
brought 
wanted 
new s 
then, so do the carrier pigeons of the 
war zone bring their m essages now’” ; j 
and to illustrate his point Mr. Dis- j 
mer told the story of the pigeons of 
Verdun: 


“A com pany of allied troops w as 
cut off from the rest by a curtain of 
fire. 
Every man attem pting to break 
through and rejoin the main line w as 
shot down. 
Finally, under the b od ies1 
o f som e soldiers who had been dead 
tw o days, 
a basket of pigeons 
w as 
discovered. 
The birds’ condition was 
pretty bad, but the men w ere desper­ 
ate and risked sending a call for re­ 
lief. 
In a few hours help cam e. 
The 1 
pigeons had passed through what no 
man could face.” 


Mr. 
Dism er 
explained 
that 
the 
training of pigeons usually begins at 
eight 
weeks. 
Like 
athletes, 
they 
m ust lie trained gradually. The young 
birds are first taken a m ile from the 
home loft and released to find their 
w ay back. 
This distance is slow ly 
increased to 5, IO, 25, IOO, and fin a l-. 
ly to 1,500 or 1,800 m iles. 
“But it 
is only the exceptional pigeon that is 
reliable after 600 m iles,” stated Mr. 
Dism er. 
“They are, of course, sta rt­ 
ed off unfed, and their instinct carries 
them back to the place they were fed 
last 
It is found that pigeons w ith 
young make the best speed. 


“The average 
speed of 
a racing 
pigeon 
is 500 
m iles 
in 14 
hours, 
though it can not do this again st the 
wind. 
The fastest known speed is 90 
m iles an hour, 
but this w as with 
a 
strong favoring wind. 
P igeons do not 
take their course ‘as the crow flies’, 
as the expression is; they adapt it to 
the wind. 
D istances in races, how ­ 
ever, are measured in a straigh t line 
tetw e en two 
points whose 
latitude 
and longitude are known. 


• “F ifty per cent of the pigeon’s diet 
is m ade up of Canadian peas and th e 
rest of corn. 
The ideal food for rac­ 
ers is tick beans and vetches, but few 
tick beans are 
being fed them 
now 
since these m ust be im ported.”

Women of England Find in It a 
Most Attractive and Lucra­ 
tive Professors 


KELP DRAW KET ON SPIES 


System la Perfect; One Mardela How 
German Secret Agent Can Slip 
Through, but Slip Through 
He Does. 


London.—The latest and, to a wom­ 
an, the most attractive profession ti 
that of postal censor. To the well­ 
educated woman in her Service, the 
postal censorship offers opportunities 
for advancement not to be found else­ 
where. The pay ranges from $7.25 a 
week while learning, rising by Incre­ 
ments of $1 to $15 a week, the maxi­ 
mum for aa examiner, with additional 
war bonus. There are at least fifty 
women earning more than $1,(JUQ a 
year, supervising thirty or forty exam­ 
iners each. They have all risen from 
tile ranks. 
Now they hold the proud title of D. 
A. C. (Deputy Assistant Censor), to 
which they have been elevated not so 
'lmn h for their languages us for their 
general capacity. 
One girl of nine­ 
teen. engaged two years ago as t 
typist at $5 a week, rose to $15 with­ 
in six mouths. Another, beginning at 
$10. drew $20 within eight weeks. 
Yet the plaint of the deputy chief 
censor is that "we cannot get enough 
of Hie right kind of women to lie cen­ 
sors.” 
The latter Is the executive 
head of that vast machine, created 
unduly for restrictive measures, which 
yet feeds with valuable Information 
not merely the war office, of which It 
now forms art Integral part, but the ad 
mlralty, the foreign office with its off­ 
shoots, the proiMigaudn 
contraband committee, aud on which 
the whole of our blockade activities 
are based. 
Is there enough of the tight kind of 
women anywhere? The right kind of 
woman has many avenues open to her. 
Some offer service in Trance- adv en 
torc, romance, the making of history, 
Hie glamor of the uniform aud u 
chance of honor and glory. But the 
woman censor, catch spies though atte 
may, gets but Utile Umelight. 
Heroins* In Bursati. 
There are women lu the censorship 
today with three or more years service 
whit uie not least among the heroines 
of war. They work in secret and In 
silence, behind closed doors, aud their 
successes are hidden. They will not 
even tell their friends where they 
work. let alone what they do. 
Al­ 
though the women examiners of mails 
number some 2,UW, against some 5U0 
mule examiners, there has been little j 
mention of the women. The recent 
decision of the authorities to remove • 
some of the secrecy whb h shrouds the 
woman censor will lead the right worn 
en to apply for the work. though nat­ 
urally there will be no disclosure which 
can i*osslbiy be of use to the enemy, j 
and the dlsciidlne habit of calling av- | 
er> thing confidential 
will 
continue. I 
Experience is not demanded of recruits. ’ 
since tile work of censorship was only 
culled into teeing by the harsh needs 
of war, and the censor’s office Itself 
is Hie only place where training and 
eijK-rience can l*e obtained. 
The necessary qualifications are not 
merely languages and what they do is j 
md just to read other people’s dull 1st- j 
ters, as seems the general impression;

Our soldier* are respecting the Red 
Cross when worn by (Hermans, even If 
the (Hermon* have fired upon American 
Red Cross stretcher hearers and ambu­ 
lance drivers, as the following dispatch 
show s: 
“Some American soldiers In a lis­ 
tening po*>t northwest of Tool early 
this morning discovered an enemy pa­ 
trol fixing their own wire. and prom pt­ 
ly opened fire. 
Tile German* retreat­ 
ed hastily, leaving two of their num­ 
ber hanging on the barbs. 
"Severnl hours after daylight a party 
of five Germans, two Infantrym en and 
three Red Cross workers, emerged 
from the enemy lines nnd started for 
their comrades entangled In the wire*. 
The Americans saw the Red Crows 
brassards and did not open fire on the 
party, which removed the bodies.” 
Proof Is indisputable that the Ger­ 
man* have bomhed hospitals plainly 
marked with the Ret? Cross. have sunk 
hospital ship* equally plainly marked, 
have fired upon American Red Cross 
workers on the battlefield, and oth­ 
erwise have Ignored the emblem that 
every civilized nation respects. 
That our American boy* do not In­ 
tend to retaliate with this kind of 
barbarity ta prnored In the foregoing 
dispatch, nnd German 
m others who 
have sons wounded will doubtless see 
the difference between 
"kultur" l f 
practiced by theli own leader* and 
“culture" aa practiced by the Ameri­ 
can and nilled soldiers. 


Australia’* Rainfall. 
A com m ittee of the B ritish Assoria* 
Hon for the Advancem ent of Science 
has recently collected sam ples of rain­ 
fall during a period of one year, a t IO 
station* scattered over the continent of 
Australia, and exam ined them quanti­ 
tatively to determ ine their content of 
nitric nnd nitrous nitrogen. 
About I,* 
OOO sam ples were exam ined and the re­ 
sults were compared w ith the records 
of the w eather conditions under which 
the rainfall occurred. The general con­ 
clusions are that, for a given type of 
weather, the concentration of oxidized 
nitrogen In the rainfall varies inverse­ 
ly os the am ount of rainfall, and that 
the total amouut of oxidized nitrogen a 
unit urea found In the rainfall accom­ 
panying a storm depends upon the 
type of w eather and Is practically In­ 
dependent of the am ount of rainfall, 
and th a t the total am ount of oxidized 
nitrogen a unit area found In the rain­ 
fall accompanying a storm depends up­ 
on (he type of w eather nnd is practic­ 
ally independent of the am ount of rain­ 
fall. The highest total amount* of ox!- 
dized nitrogen were found at southern 
and Inland stations In rain w ater re­ 
sulting from monsoonal storm s follow- 
Ing a heat wave.—Scientific American.
